ot Sa Decline Since 
the Historic Panic in North 
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ALL BULL ARGUMENTS 
‘FORGOTTEN IN PANIC 


In a Frenzy To Sell Men Swarmed 
About the Trading Posts. 
Stocks Were Thrown Over 
Almost Without Re- 
gard to Price. 


New York, December 8.—Amid scenes 
of uncontrolied excitement and frenzied 
haste to sell securities, the New York. 
stock exchange today witnessed the most 
sensational decline in prices that it has 
known since the historic Northern Pa- 
cific panic of May 9, 1901. Warned by 
the signs of the coming storm, made 
visible yesterday in the preponderance 
of orders to sel] over those to buy, the 
traders were early on the floor of the ex- 
change. When the gong sounded for 
the opening of business there came from 
the struggling groups of brokers on the 
crowded floor a roar of human voices 
so loud that it startled and thrilled all 
who heard it. At first it seemed that 
all were sellers and that none was left 
to buy. 

As the shrieking men surged around 
the t ng posts the bull arguments on 
which advances were based were all 
forgotten and brokers sought only to 
get rid of the stocks they held. The 
scent was observei by a throng Of

in the hurly-burly was Amalgamated 
Copper, against which a campaign by a 
newspaper advertisement Nas recently 
been conducted. Dropping sometimes a 
point at a time, it fell until it sold at 
88 1-2, a decline of 10 points since last 
night’s close, and 22 points from the 
highest 8r Tuesday. 

The 22-pdint recession represented a 
decrease in the market value of the com- | 
pany’s tota] capital stock of more than 
thirty millions of dollars. 

Next to Amalgamated Copper, the 
leader in the excitement was United 
States Steel Corporation stock, the com- 
mon falling to 23% and the preferred to 
34 over night declines of 6% points, and 
7% points respectively, and declines of 
common and 10% 
points for the preferred from Tuesday's 
highest. The shrinkage in quoted values 
from Tuesday represented over $46,000,- 
000 on the common and $36,000,000 on 
the preferred. 

Other sensational declines were 5% In 
Union Pacific; 4% in Southern Pacific; 
6% in American Sugar; 549 in American 
Tobacco preferred; 7% in Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit; Lal in St. Paul; !1% in Caro- 
vado Fuel; !! in Michigan Central; 542 in 
Missouri Pacific, and 9% in Tennessee 
Coal and Iron. Values throughout the 
entire list were cut down with great 
rapidity, weakly margined accounts were 
wiped out and for nearly two hours the 
demoralization was complete. During this 
period the transactions amounted to 
about 900,000 shares. 


The frightened throwing over of 


stocks almost without regard to prices | 


was checked about noon ana there fol- 
lowed a period of irregularity. Heavy 
buying orders appeared, quotations start- 
ed upward and before | o’clock many 
of the active stocks had regained con- 
siderable of thelr losses. The tone of the 
trading remained feverish, but the rally 
was well held and the close was, com- 
paratively speaking, severely quiet. The 
tota] sales of all stocks today were 
2.905.400 shares. 

Many causes for the day’s selling were 
suggested, but the general opinion seem- 
ed to be that the bull market had brought 
in many buyers on small margins, and 
when the signs of an impending break 
were geen yesterday these holders were 
forced to sell out their speculative pur- 
chases at whatever prices were obtain- 
able.

Woman, Has Been in Pen. 
San Francisco, December 8.—A_ sister 
of. Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick resides in 
this city in an eleguntly furnishe’i flat 
in Geary street. Her name is Mrs. 8S. 
York. In an interview published today 
she said: 

“Mrs, Chadwick is my sister. We were 
born and brought up in Canada. Our 
birthplace was Appen, Ontario, a little 
village near London. The present Mrs. 
Chadwick in 1880 married a man named 
Cc. R: Hoover and went to live in Cleye- 
land. Mr. Hoover died in 1887 and left 
her an estate worth in the neighborhood 
of $50,000. Mrs. Hoover, during the next 
ten years, lived on her money, and incl- 
dentally traveled for a wholesale milli- 
nery establishment.”’ 

“at that time was Mrs. Hoover ar- 
rested for forgery and sentenced to a 
term in the Ohio pentinetiary?’’

Mrs. Chadwick also told of the Wade 
Park and Oberlin bank matters. Re- 
ferring to the failure of the latter in-

When asked concerning Andrew Car- 
negie’s connection with her financial af- 
fairs, she declined asolutely to talk, re- 
ferring her interviewer to her counsel. 

This has, no doubt, been one of the 
most momentous days in Mrs. Charwick’s 
history. It commenced with her early 
departure from her hotel for the federal 
building and ended with her incarceration 
in the Tombs. 

In the interval she had been arraigned 
before United States Commissioner 
Shields and held in $15,000 bail, which 
she was unable to furnish. All day long 
lawyers representing her interests had 
sought in every quarter for some ore 
owning real estate in Manhattan who 
would sign her bond and the marshal 
had, out of sympathy for the woman; 
kept her in his office hours after she 
should have been removed. The endeav- 
ors of the lawyers were unsuccessful, 
rendering her imprisonmeut necessary.

tonight that a charge of forgery would 
very likely be made against the woman

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THE PLATT BILL. — 


Senator Platt, of New York, has introduced in the Unitea States senate 
a bill instigated and drafted by a republican club of New York city, which 


has as its object the reduction of the south’s representation in congress, | 


ostensibly in conformity with the provisions of the fourteenth amendment of 
the constitution of the United States, but in reality in conformity with a 
plank of the last national platform of the republican party. The Dill as- 
sumes to .correct the alleged apportionment inequalities in congressiona: 
representation resultant from the disfranchisement of a portion of the 
south’s negro populaton on grounds of gross illiteracy. 

The bill in question needs but a glance to establish its flagrant partisan, 
sectional and class character. It is aimed at the southern states exclusive- 
ly, at the democratic party, and has reference solely to the negro vote. Its 
pernicious character can be summed up in one word—reyolutionary. This 
is an alarming word, but there is not the least occasion for anybody to be 
alarmed at the Dill. It is doubtful if it stands any more show of passage 
than does the late Senator Hanna’s ex-slave pension bill, notwithstanding 
it was not, as in the other instance, introduced “by request.” 

There are two good and sufficient reasons why the Platt southern reap- 
portionment bill will never become a law. The first and most certain is 
that it is palpably unconstitutional, and the second is that the good people 
of the north will be prompt to resent the implication that the majority vote 
they gave the republican party stands as a commission to itroceed against 
the south in ahy such fashion. Campaign bluster is one thing; revolution- 
ary congressional action opposed to even a respectable party sentiment, is 
quite another. 

If the Platt bill on its face applied to the whole union, it would be 
shorn of its most glaring weakness and obvious animus. Nobody doubts that 
thousands of physically competent voters are virtually disfranchised by 
reason of state election laws in northern as well as southern states. 

There are few states of the union that do not make it a prerequisite of 
the exercise of the suffrage franchise that the citizen pay his tax. Indeed, this 
is the most common measure of disfranchisement, although, of course, 
where the states are pretty “close’’ politically, it fails of that effect by 
reason of the obliging habit the party managers have of paying off poll tax 
scores to enable them to land the “floaters” or impecunious party brethren 
in the election day round-up. 

The poll tax limitation upon suffrage is but one of many others peculiar 
to certain states. The educational qualification is a common one, and in 
some states there are property, or quasi-property, qualifications. In some of 
the New England states, notably in Vermont, as The Constitution has here- 
tofore shown in statistical detail, the eligibility of the voter is left to the 
sweet discretion of a town board, which sits as a sort of inquisitorial commis- 
Sion and dissects character and other things more or less relevant. In 
short, the different states of the union have their owm peculiar election 
laws, all presumably within constitutional limitations, and through the ex- 
ercise of these local laws thousands of their citizens are, for the time at 
least, deprived of the suffrage privilege.

Examinations Under Civil Service 
for Many Positions Will Be Held

Tacoma, Washn., December 8.—FEleven 
miners have been killed by an explosion 
In the Burnett coal mine, and it is be- 
lieved that the death list will total fif- 


‘Lhere are going to be all kinds of jobs 
for all kinds of people when the work 
gets well under way in the construction 
of the big Panama canal, and Atlanta 
has been designated as one of the prin- 
cipal cities in the United States for the 
securing of employment in this tremen- 
dous enterprise of the government. 

In this connection, information con- 
cerning the conditions of employment 
under the isthmian canal commission is 
certafn to prove interesting and profit- 
ably entertaining to all Atlantans and 
everybody in the entire south. The United 
States civil service commission has al- 
ready announced that an examination 
will be held early in January at Atlanta 
to secure eligibles to fill vacancies in 
the position of stenographer and type- 
writer on the Isthmus of Panama at 
salaries ranging from $1,200 to $1,500 
with opportunities for promotion to 
$1,800 per annum, : 

On November 15 the president by ex- 
ecutive order placed the employees of 
the isthmian canal commission under 
the provisions of the civil service act 
and rules. The exceptions are those per- 
sons employed merely as laborers, per- 
sons whose appointments are confirmed 
by the senate and engineers detailed 
from the United States army. 
With these and a few other ex- 
ceptions all positions of whatever 
«haracter or designation under the canal 
commission, whether in the United States 
or on the isthmus of Panama, are sub- 
ject to the requirement of competitive ex- 
amination. At the present time the num- 
ber of employees needed in many 


ly organized, and after working inces- 
sarntly for gbout eight hours, eleven 
burnt and mangled corpses have been 
recovered.

Just prior to the explosion, 
some of the miners had ascended to the 
surface and others were able to make 
their way to safety after the terrible 
blast, which shook the neighboring ter- 
ritory Mke an earthquake. The Bur- 
nett mine employs between seventy- 
five and one hundred miners, working in 
two shifts. Many of the employees are 
Poles and Italfans, and the married vic- 
tims of the disaster leave large fami- 
lies.

A Good Beginning Has Been Made, 
and It Is Thought It Will Lead 
to Further Concessions. 
Council To Consider 


It Today. 


Reductions in interstate freight rates 
rhich will amount in the aggregate to 
Many thousands of dollars, have ‘been 
Offered! to the city of Atlanta and the 
people of Georgia through Atlanta’s ‘com- 
mittee of seven, which completed its: 
labors yesterday at 2 o'clock and pre- 
pared its report to council. 

These reductions apply both from the 
east and from Ohio river points, and 
include all classes of freight besides 
BmumMmerous commodities. 

The reductions granted by the railroads 
ere from 2 to 9 cents per hundred 
pounds, and from that point of view ap- 
pear quite small, but when the volume 
of business is taken into consideration, 
and it is understood that 2 cents per 100 
pounds means $8 per car load and 9 
cents per hundred means $36 per car 
load of 40,000 pounds, a better idea .may 
be gained of the extent to which the 
reductions go. ' 

The Atlunta committee in its report to 
courcil sets forth its position in the mat- 
ter briefly, but cléarly and succinctly. 

In the -first place the committee states 
that the concessfons made by ‘the rail- 
roads were not all it hoped for or ex- 
pected to get, yet the reductions are 
such as will prove helpful to the business 
interests of Atlanta. The committee 
therefore, while each member refused 
to be quoted as-to its report, considers 
this a good beginning, and believes that 
other and more substantial concessions 
will be made in the near future. 

In fact other specific requests for 
change and rate reductions have been 
submitted by the Atlanta committee, and 
these have been taken into consideration 
by the railroad officials. It is hoped 
and believed that consideration of these 
further matters will prove productive of 
additional benefits in the same direction. 

There appears to be no doubt of the 
fact that the rallroad officials gave care- 
ful and earnest consideration to Atlanta's 
complaint, and they state that the re- 
duction granted will materially reduce 
their revenue and at the same time bene- 
fit Atlanta. 

The railroad men stated that it had 
been difficult for them to secure the con- 
sent to these reductions, of their connect- 
ing lines which will, of course, share with 
the railroads éntering Atlanta in any re- 
ductions that are made. 


What Was Accomplished. 

It was only after a hard struggle in 
conferences lasting several] days, though 
conducted in the best of Kood feeling 
that Atlanta’s committee was able to se- 
cure from the railroad officials the re- 
ductibns which are shown in its report 
@s published in today’s Constitntion. 

Tt will be noted that the report deals 
only with interstate rates, and it wag 
upon this class of rates that the strongest 
complaint had been made. The railroad 
officials stated it was their understand- 
ing that the conference was not to deal 
with intra-state rates, therefore that sub- 
Ject was not touched. Moreover the 
Georgia railroad commission has to deal 
with rates within the state, and the com- 
Mission is now walting to hear from the 
Frailroads as to what they are willing to 
9, as was promised by Judge Fa Baxter 
their attorney, at the time circulars 30!

How the Reductions Apply. 

Following the statement as to its labors 
the committee of. seven presents in tab- 
ulated form the reductions in freight 
rates which the railroads offer Atlante 
te go into effect January 1, 1905, or 
sooner if @rrangements can be made. 

The first tabulated statement presents 
reductions in commodity rates from 
Louisville, which is saying, in effect, trom 
Obio river points. These reductions run 
ell the ‘way from ! cent per hundred 
poundg on vehicle wheels and like mate- 
rtals, to 16 cents per hundred on crack- 
ers. This means reductions of $4 to 
664 per car load of 40,000 pounds. 

The next table presents reductions in 
certain commodity rates from Baltimore, 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston and 
Providence, of ‘| to 7 cents per hundred

The preliminary 
report of November 22 gave an accurate 
forecast of the full report, and gave

Before Trial on Habeas

ABle but unwilling to make bond on 
the peace warrant granted by Judge 
Bloodworth to Miss Fanny May Young, 
againet her foster-mother, Mrs. Julia 
A. Young, of Boston, the prisoner filed 
application for habeas corpus yester- 
aay through her attorney, Judge W. R. 
Hammond, before Judge Lumpkin. 

Judge Hammond claimed that his client 
was adie but ndt willing to make bond, 
as ehe considered it a matter of prin- 
ciple. He asked the judge for a hearing 
on the habeas corpus proceedings, ané 
for the privilege of making bail for Mrs, 
Young in the interim, before the hearing 
of the habeas corpus. : 

He claimed that his client had not re- 
ceived a fair and impartial hearing be- 
fore Judge Bloodworth, in that evidence 
whieh he considered important had been 
ruled out by the justice. 

He stated to the court that his client 

was entitled to bail, as the privilege of 
every American citizen, and contested 
that giving bond ‘in the peace warrant 
proceedings was not identical with giv- 
ing bail. 
He said that Mrs. Young had in view 
nothing but the good of her daughter 
and that it was her love for the girl 
that urged her to keep up with her and 
try to take her away from her sur- 
roundings.

PEACHTREE ST. 
IN BAD PLIGHT 


Asphalt Workers Declined To 
Repair Suburban Part 
of Street. 


The condition of the Peachtreee street 
paving, about which residents of the 
street- and those who are conipelled to 
use the thoroughfare have been com- 
plaining since last July, will probably 
be remedied goon. 

For almost five months the people 
have been protesting about the danger- 
ous condition of the street, and they 
have succeeded jn having repaired that 
between Ellis and 
Pine streets. From Pine street to the 
city limits, however, Peachtree street 
is in a terrible condition. It is not only 
unsightly, but is dangerous to both pe- 
destrians and vehicles. 

When the condition of the Peachtree 
street paving was agitated some time 
ago the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company was made to repair that por- 
tion of the street that is between Ellis 
and Pine streets. In addition the city 
appropriated $1,000 for the repairing of 
the street from Pine street to the city 
limits. Many have thought that this 
work was done, but as a matter of fact 
no attempt has ever been made to pave 
the surburban portion of the street. 

Alderman W. M. Terry, chairman of 
the street committee, was yesterday af- 
ternoon asked why the thoroughfare 
had not been repaired. 

“Why, I thought it had been,’ he re- 
plied. “I remember that we appropri- 
ated $1,000 for the purpose, and I was 
of the opinion that the work had been 
concluded some time ago.”’ 

From Captain R. M. Clayton, the 
engineer of Atlanta, was learned the 
reason for the failure of the city to re- 
pair Peachtree street. 

“The asphalt men came and repaired 
Peachtree street from Ellis to Pine 
street. Then we requested them to 
repair the remainder of the street, but 
they refused to do go, and left the city. 
We are now waiting for the Mitchell 
street work to commence. The grading 
has already started on that street, and 
as soon as the asphalt work begins we 
will request the asphalt men to repair 
Peachtree street for us.’’ 

As Mitchell street is expected to be in 
condition before the cold weather com- 
mences it is possible that Peachtree 
Street will soon be repaired.

REPAVING LAW 
IS NOT PASSED 


Notice of Reconsideration 
Holds Up Street Paving 
Agreement. 


After betng slightly amended, the street 
paving agreement between the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company and the 
city was concurred in by the aldermanic 
board during the session of yesterday 
afternoon. Notice of a motion to re- 
consider was then given by Alderman 
Girardeau and consequently the agree- 
ment will not go to council during ine 
next regular meeting. 

The amendment that was inserted into 
the agreement yesterday afternoon pro- 
vides that the fepairing of streets shall 
not be considered as repaving and con- 
have to be conciliateq andthe agreement 

As the agreement now stands, there- 
fore, the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company agrees to expend as much as 
$10,000 per annum in the repaving of 
the streets and it cannot be called upon 
for a greater amount. If $10,000 is 
not spent during any one year, the unex- 
pended portions are accumulative up to 
$50,000. As the contract runs for only 
twenty years, there will be only four of 
these five-year accumulative periods. 

The ordinance came from council, It 
having been acted upon during the last 
regular meeting. The aldermanic board 
spent some time in considering it and 
a number of speeches were made. The 
chief opposition came from Alderman 
Terry, who announced that he thought 
the present paving ordinances are suf- 
ficient to prevent the street railway 
company from stopping the’ repaving ot 
Atlanta and sufficient to compel] the 
company to do ite part by the citi- 
zens. 

The other alderman, however, thought 
that the street railway company would 
sequently shall not come under the agrec- 
was therefore adopted.

SOLDIER COMMITS SUICIDE. 


William Nimmo Mustered Out of! ' 


Service by His Own 
Rifle and Hand. 
“With a blue-back hole in his forehead 
And the back blown out of his head.’ 


——- 


William Nimmo, private of company kh, 
Sixteenth regiment, United States in- 
fantry, committed suicide Wednesday af- 
ternoon by shooting himself with 
Krag-Jorgensen army rifle. Private 
Nimmo was credited with over twenty- 
nine years of service as a regular and in 
a few months he would have been hon- 
orably discharged from the service on 
three-quarters pay. More than this, he 
would not have been sent to the Philip- 
pines with the Sixteenth, which sals on 
June 1, but would probably have been 
transferred to the Seventeenth infantry, 
which comes to take the place of the 
Sixteenth at Fort McPherson, owing to 
the short time before his service expires. 
The suicide was evidently premeditated, 
for the soldier took a poker, and, laying 
it across the cocked trigger of his rifle, 
placed the muzzle below his chin and 
pressed on the poker with his foot. The 
bullet passed completely through his 
head and lodged in the ceiling above. 
Private Nimmo was left here to look 
after the quarters of his company when 
Louis.

The body was frightfully mangled by 
the bullet, and was taken to the hospital 
to be prepared for burial. This morning 
it will be taken to Marietta for inter- 
ment in the national cemetery with a 
squad of seven men and a non-commis- 
sioner officer to fire a last salute over 
the grove of William Nimmo, who was
